Cneius Scipio was 
the firft Roman general fent into Spain 
with an army, where he arrived in the 
ear of Rome 543. ‘He was difpatched’ 
into that country to oppole Mdru/fbal, at® 
the time Hannibal marched into Tal. 
Cneius defeated the ‘Carthaginians in’ a. 
pitched battle, took Hanno their com- 
mander prifoner, reduced the’ whole: 
country nedr the Iberas; now thé Ebra,” 
and gained over many princes’ td ‘the* 
Roman itteéreft. | He then nade 4n’ali-” 
ante with the Celtiberians; and defeatéd™ 
Adrafoal in‘two' battles, killingg660 OF 
his ‘men, and‘ taking’ 4608 ‘prifone?s.

His firft at- 
chievement, was the uekt of New 
Carthage, which he took by furprize : 
His behaviour in Spain conciliated the 
minds af the peapletothe Romans, and 
enclined them to revolt from the Car- 
ians.

The Geooraruy of the Ean Tm: conft-' 
dered in a New light, with a view to 
future Difcoveries By M. de Buffon. 

HE furface of our earth is not like 

that of Fupiter, divided alternate- 

ly ‘by belts, and parallels ro the equator, 
but from pote to pole by two tra&ts of 
earth and two of fea. ‘The principal 
tra& is the old contment, whofe great- 
eft length is found by meafuring in dia- 


£ gonal from the eattermoft point of north 


artary, along the borders’of thé Lin- 
chidolen Gulph, where tlie Rufians have'a 
whale-fithery, to Fothjky ; trom thence 
acrofsthe Cajpian and Red Seas to Moe 
moenuizi andthe empire of Mixomopeta, 
ard from thence to the’ Cape of Good 
Hope, ‘This line, the iongett that cad 
be meafured on the old continent, is a- 
bout 10,820 miles, and is no where in- 
terrupted,except by the Ca/pian and Red 
Seas, whofe extent are very inconfide- 
rable, in an enquiry which includes the 
whole furface of the globe‘as divided 
into four parts.

that the extraordinary length already

glib miles, 
This line muft, therefore, be regard- 
ed as the middle, or center line, of that 
tract of land diftinguithed by the name 
of the Old Continent, becaufe,in meafure- 
ing the furface of the earth on both 
fides of this line, the part on the left is 
found to contain 7,413,278 f{quare 
miles, and that on the right 75409,061 
fquare miles, a furprizing equality, 
which is next to a demonftration that 
this liné is not only the loneeft, but the 
true middle fine-of the Old Continent, 
which, eens to- this admeafure- 
ment, contains about 14,822,339 fquare 
miles, fomewhat lefs indeed thana fifth 
of the furface of the whole globe, but 
yet a vaft tra& of land inclined. to the 
equator in an angle of 30 degrees, 
Astothe New Continent, that muft 
be regarded too as an immenfe traét, 
whofe greateft length is to be taken 
from the mouth of the river. Plata to 
that Swampy country, which lies be- 
yond the lake of Afizoboils. The line 
of admeafurement, as may be feen b 
the annexed map, ftretches from /a 
Plata tothe lake Caracares, from thence 
thro* the country of the Mataguais and 
Chiriguanis, to Pocono, Zongo, and Za- 
mas ; from thence to St Fe and Cartha- 
gena, thro’ the gulph of Mexico, croffin 
amaica, Cuba, and the peninfula o 
boride, to the Apalacb'an mountains; 
from thence to Fort Louis in Louifiana, 
and laftly to the people that inhabit 
beyond de lake of Affinoboils, where it 
terminates in land not yet difcovered. 
This line which is interrupted only 
by the gulph of Mexjco (a kind of Me-

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It is obfervable, moreover, that thefe 
twolines that traverfe the Old and New 
Continents, dividing each into equal 
parts, both determine inthe fame de- 
grees of latitude, as well to the north as 

A tothe fouth. And itis no lefs remark- 
able, that the two Continents fhould be 

onsen to each other in contrary di- 

rections. ; 

It is Jikewife very remarkable, that 
the countries bordering. upon thefe 
lines, that is, within a moderate dif- 

B tance of 6 or 700 miles on each fide of 
them,’'are more sniient greece {peak- 
ing, than thofe at a greater diftance. 

Whoever will take the pains to purfue 

this idea may be convinc'd that Europe, 

and perhaps China and theEaftern parts 

of Tartary, are new countries compared 

with Arabia the Happy and the Defert, 
c Perfia and Georgia, Seale Circafia, 
and the innermoft parts of Tartary. 
Thus, in the New Continent, the Terra 
Magellenica, the eaftern coaft of ‘Brazil, 
the country of the Amazons, Guiana 
and Canada, are new to Tucumen, Peru, 
the Terra Firma, Mexico and Mifi/ppi. 
To thefe obfervations may be added, 
two very fingular facts; the firft, that, 
as the two Continents are oppofed to 
each other, the Old is more extended 
to the north of the equator than the 
New; and, on thecantrary, the New 
ftretches farther to the fouth than the 
Old : Thus, by each having its céntre, 
the one in 16 or 18 degrees of north la- 
titude, and the other in 16 or 18 de- 
grees of fouth latitude, they feem both 
defigned by providence as a counter- 
poife to each other. The fecond fac 
is, the remarkable conformity be- 
tween the two Continents, in that both 
are nearly divided into two parts, each 
of which parts would be encompafied 
by the fea, were it not for the-two little 
ifthmuffes of Suez and Panama. 

Thefe. are the principal remarks 
which an attentive in/peétion into the 
general divifion of the earth has produ- 
ced.It may, however,appear too precipi- 
tate to form anew hypothefis upon thefe 
premifes ; butas ceeds has confidered 
the divifion of the earth in the fame 
point of yiew, the writer may be per- 
mitted to add a few refieétions. 

It is certainly very fingular, that the 
line which gives the greateft length to 
the terrefiiat cantinents fhould likewife

divide them into two equal parts ; and, 
Hit is noJefs remarkable, that thefe twy 
Jines fhould ‘begin and end in the fame 
degrees of latitude, and have both th¢ 
Tame degrees of inclination to the equa- 
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tor. Thefe conformities may lead in 
general to fomething which may here- 
after be difcovered,.and of whliich we 
are now ignorant; but we fhall proceed 
toilluftrate what has already been ob- 
ferved, that the moft ancient countries 
are thofe that are the higheft and ap- 
proach the neareft to thefe lines, and 
that the laft inhabited are the loweft 
and the fartheft removed from them. 
Thus, for example, in America, the 
country of the Amazons, Guiana, and 
Canada, appear to be the laft peopled. 
By cafting an eye over a map of thofe 
countri€s any one may fee, that the wa- 
ters every where overf{pread them ; 
that they abound in lakes and wide ri- 
vers, the certain indications of newly 
inhabited lands. On the contrary, Tu- 
cuman, Peru,and Mexico, are high lands, 
extremely mountainous, and border 
on the line which divides the Conti- 
nent. In like manner the interior parts 
of Africa on the Old Continent, appear 
to be high and mountainous, and are 
without doubt very antient, in compa- 
tifon of which even Egypt, Barbary,and 
the weftern coafts, as far as Senegal, may 
be regarded as new lands. fa is like- 
wife an antient country, and perhaps 
the moft ancient of any yet mentioned, 
efpecially Arabia, Perfia, and Tartary ; 
but the irregularities of that vaft tract 
of land, as weilas thofe of Europe, require 
a feparate treatife to explain. Let it 
faffice in general to obferve here, that 
Europe is a new country ; the tradition 
concerning the migration of its people, 
and of the firft introduétion of arts and 
{ciences into it,is an almoft inconteftable 

roof of the truth of this affertion. Be- 

ides, jt is not many centuries ago,fince 
it abounded with marthes and lakes, 
and was covered with forefts ; whereas, 
‘in the oldeft inhabited countries, there 
are but few forefts, fewer ftagnations of 
“water, no fwamps, but on the contrary, 
much heath and furz, and vaft ridges 
of mountains, whofe fummits are dry 
and barren ; but whofe fides abound 
in paftures, and-are fertile to this day 
toa degree of luxuriance fcarce known 
to new countries, Nothing is more 
‘certain, than that men level forefts, 
“drain off wafte waters, deepen the 
fhallow currents of great rivers, and in 
-prace(s of time give theearth a quite 
different face to that of countries unin- 
habited, or but lately peopled. 

The antients were acquaiated with a 
very inconfiderable part of theglobe : 
The whole continent of. America, the

and having employed two years in this 
navigation, entered the third year into 
the traits of Gibraltar,and finithed their 
voyage by the Mediterranean fet. This 
is the more wonderful, as the antients 
where wholly ignorant of that amazing. 
property of the load-flone in pointing 
te the poles, altho’ they knew that. of 
its attracting iron. They were equally 
ignorant of the general caufe of the flux 
and reflux of the fea ; and were doubt- 
ful whether the earth was encompafied 
by the ocean, or was conneéted by necks 
of land, like that of the ifthmus of Suez. 
Some, indeed, fuppofed the terreftrial 
lobe to be one vatt ifland ; but upon fuch 
louder proofs, that none of them ven- 
tured toaffert, or even to fuggeft, that 
it was poffible to fail round it. Magei- » 
lan was the firft, who, in the year 157g, , 
attempted this grand tour, and per- ) 
formed it in 1124 days; Sir Francis 
Drake, in 1577, made the fame voyage ? 
jin 1056 days; and after him Sir Thomas 7 
Cavendifo, in 1586, failed round the ? 
globe in 777 days; thefe renowned voy» 
ages were the firft who demonftrated 
phyfically the fphericity and true meas 
fure of the circumference of the earth, 
which the antients could never afcer- 
tain, notwithftanding all their endea- 
vours to determine it. The Monfoons, 
or what is commonly called the trade 
winds, with the means to be made ufe 
of in the profecution of long voyages 
in feas remote from land, were points 
of which the antient navigators had no 
adecuate idea. It is not, therefore, to 
be wondered, that fo little progrefs was 
made by them in geography, when, at 
this day, notwithttanding al} the helps 
that have been added by the improve- 
ments in mathematics, and the difco- 
veries of navigators, there ftill remam 
many things to find out, and vaft coun- 
tries yet to be difcovered. Almoft all 
the lands about the South pole are at 
this hour unknown to us; what we 


H know concerning them, is, that they 





exift, and that they are feparated from 
all other lands by the ocean. These

. tho’ they have defcry'd the coafts, have 


generally been prevented, by the ice, 
trom making land. The fogs, which 
prevail to’an aftonifhing degree, near 
untrequented lands, have been another 
great obttacle; bat, notwithflanding 
both thefe mrconveniencies, there is {till 
‘reafon to believe, that, by faring from 
the Cape of Geod Hope, at different fea- 
fons of the year,fome.part of thofelands 
‘may at length be approached, which at 
this time make a feparate world. . 
Another method there ts to be per- 
faed that perhaps might prove ftill more 
fuccefstul. As the ice and fogs appear 
to be the impediments that have pre- 
vented all the navigators, who have hi- 
therto attempted the ditcovery of the 
fouthern countries, by the Arleatic o- 
cean, from making land ; and, as the 
-ice has been found to exift im the fum- 
mer, as wellas in other feafons, why 
might not an attempt by the Pacific tea 
-be attended with the wifhed for faccefs? 
- By faibing from Baldivy, or any conve- 
nient port on the coaf>of Chii,and crof- 
fing the Pacific feaunder the soth degree

fome years ago, the account of an 
invention for reducing the quantity of 
metal in heavy cannon, and if J remem- 
ber right, was prefent at a proot of fome 
fuch, that were made under the dwec- 
tion of the late ingenious Mr Cave,( See 
‘Vol. xvi. p. 270) Whether they were ap- 
D proved or difepproved by our board of 
ordnance, or whether they were ever 
laid before that beard for tvial, I have 
not been alle to learn; but what put 
me npon recolleéting this partecular in- 
vention, was, a Letter I have juit feen 
trom France, giving an account ot Jome 
experiments that have lately been made 
there, of a. lke contrivance, which, 
tho’ it is every way interior to that of 
my decealed friend, yet ts much attend- 
ed to in that country. I well remem- 
ber. that the cannon invented here were 
made ef hanwmered iron, and were to 
the bet of my recollection, fromthe 
muzzle to the breech,bound round with 
ftrong bra{fs wire, m order to ftrengthen 
them fo as to refift the force of the 
powder in the explefion, & they feem’d 
to anfwer very well; whereas thofe in- 
vented in Fraace, by the Chevalier 
d Arcy, of which I bave an account, 
were, at firft only, bound round with

4 the manner of planting and.raifing 
furze hedges, of which pleafe to take 
the following account : 
1 look on February to be a proper time 


to fow furze feed for anurfery of plants, 


firft making the ground clean from 
weeds, then fow the feed in drills, fix 
inches apart from each other, and pret- 
ty thick in the drills; by which means 
they come up the thicker and fingle 
ftemm’d, that they may be the'fooner 
trimmed, and they keep the weeds 
down’the better ; they will at two years 
growth be fit to plant abroad ; my me- 
thod of doing it is as follows : 

My plantation was very large, and 
the ground but of fmall value per acre, 
and tn an open country near ‘the a silat 
the winds were very cutting ; therefore 
I made my hedges the broader, and, in 
this manner: I madea fmall bank as 
high as the good earth out of the ditch 
would allow ; but, firft,on the furtace of 
the ground, about two or three inches 
within the edge of the ditch, I dug a 
fpit of earth out, floping it inward,that 


laid the firft rank of plants, covering 
them with the earth fo taken out, after 
it had been broken fmall; obferving 
that the foot of the plant, out of which 
the roots are expected to grow, had 
fome of that broken earth for them to 
ftrike in ; (for I obferved my workmen 
to let the foot of the plant reft againft 
the folid earth, which I did not like) 


and, leaving the head of the plant with- 











out the earth about an inch, I trimm’d 
the plant to about 8 inches in length, 
cutting each end like a colt’s foot, giv- 
ing the flope a fhort back cut, that the 
rind may not rivel. 

The firft rank being planted, I raifed 
the bank. a foot higher, and put in ano- 
ther row of plants, about 5 inchesapart; 
with the rettof the earthof the ditch that 
was dug to raife the bank I topp‘d, 
and backed the planted bank, & made

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make the lefs fpace between.the plant- 
ing..and fowing,; the drills may be a- 
bcut s8.inches.apart, ard, need not be 
fown fo thick.as in the.nurfery.

This author's reafoning proves, that war 
is berter'thait peace ; for taxes are, a¢cord- 
ing tohim, the fountain of out wealth, and 
war is the fountain of taxes. 

The article Concerning ‘the great wealth 
that ‘has accrued from so millions debt, 
contraéted 50 years ago by borrowing and 
funding, depends upon the fuppofition, that 
increafed taxes produce increafed labour ; 
a fuppofition, which is overturned by the 
experience of every day. However, not to 
enter into a minute examination of it, the 
following pofition is offered to the confi- 
deration of all the advocates for borrowing 
and funding, and all thofe who imagine 
that nations are wealthy in proportion to 
the quantity of money fuppofed to circtilate 
in them. 

The fum which has been paid for intereft 
of money borrowed and fpent during the 
laft 50 years, is much greater than the fum 
fo borrowed and fpent. 

But the money borrowed and fpent was 
all that was wanted for the fervice of the 
ftate. 

Therefore we have paid more than qos. 
for every 20 which has been wanted for 
the fervice of the ftate, during that time ; 
or, at leaft, we have paid more than 205. in 
the pound already, and now owe 20s, more, 

There is not, however, the leaft doubt, 
but that money is the finews of war ; that 
money cannot be raifed without taxes ; and 
that, therefore, taxes are neceflary to war, 
Tt is alfo certain, that upon the vigorous 
profecution of this war, our welfare, as a 
nation, depends, and there is the greateft 
reafon to believe, that the money raifed, 
and to be raifed, to profecute it with vi- 
gour, will be faithfully and fkilfully applied, 
Let us therefore pay our taxes liberally and 
chearfully, as we liberally and chearfully 
give our money to the phyfician and apo- 
thecary when we are fick, and fometimes 
part with a limb to preferve the body.

The Auftian army, kaving, on the 
oth inftant forced the Priffian corps, under 
Gen; R2enplitz to decamp from Gorlitz, and 
driven Mayer's. independent battalion out 
of the Great Garden, Gen. Schmettau, go- 
vernor 6f Drefden, ordered the burghers to 
catty a Vaft quantity of ftraw into the fu- 
burbs, which was put into the houfes in 
truffes. He made'the inhabitants perfectly 
eafy, by making the ftrongeft proteftations 
to thém, That shey bad nothing 'to fear’; and 
ordered them to remain quiet within doors, and 
that no’ pérfon foould be feen in the fircets in the 
night, for fear of danger in cafe the enemy 

make afi attack. 

At two in the morninga cannon wasfir'd. 
On this fignal, the gunners and the foldiers 
of the independant battalion difpers’dthem- 
felves in the ftreets ofthe Pyrna & Wilfchen 
fuburbs, broke open the doors of the houfes 
and fhops, fet firé to the ftraw, added freth 
quantitiés of it, and increafed the flames by 
torches of pitch, and afterwards fhut the 
houfes. . 

By the violence of the flames, which was 
‘kept up by red*hot balls Gred into the hou- 
fes and along the ftreets, the whole was: in- 
ftantly on fire. Thofe who wanted'to run 
out of their houfes were in danger of being 
killed By the fire of cannon and ‘fmall arms. 
There were éven foldiers in the ftreets who 
puthed down with their bayonets fach as 
were erideavouring to fave their perfons or 
effets, By this means a multitude: of peo- 
plé of'all. ages, who infiabited thofe popu - 
lous fuburbs, perifh'd amidtt tte flames and 
under the ruins of houfes.. The number of 


thote whowere killed inthe fingle mn, tlie 
fign of the:Golden Hart; amounted to-.90 3. & 
upwards of 200 of the principal houfes have 
Been reduced to afhes, Humanity-i¢fieck’d

eyes with torches, Some poor, people faved 
their cloaths.and a few other things in the 
church yard; but even there did the red 
hot balls follow them, and fet'on fire theit 
little furnitere, and eve tht coffins of the 
dead, One-man had got his:things into 4 
waggon ; the Prufiars ftopt it, covered it 
over with pitch, and fet it on fire. 

On the. following days, fuch.as ventured 
to return to the fuburbs, to-fave a part of 
what they had loft, were fired at, .Pruffan 
foldiers fallied out of the city from time to 
time, to fet one houfe on fire after another. 
‘Many of. thefe men were feized, by the 
‘Auftrian huffars and croats, who difeovered 
fo much humanity and tendernefs om tliis 
‘occafion, that they: were feen, with téars ih 
‘their eyes, readily parting with their own 
allowance of bread to give it tothe farving 
fufferers; they even gave them money; and 
ventured through the flames with them, ho- 
neftly to affift them in faving theig effeds, 

The Aufrian army beheld thefe horrible 


ats; and.was, filled with indignation, and 
‘rage. 


Its generals, melting with compafii- 
en, tried every.method to remedy them. 
They fent 300 carpenters into the fuburbs to 
endeavour to extinguifh the flames... The 
Aufirians brought, away all the, inhabitants 
that had taken refuge in the Great Garden, 
and very generoufly fet open to them their 
magazines; The general officers even niade 
a confiderable colle€tion for then . Field 
Marthal Count Daun, with.a view to. ftop 
the horrid ravages of the enemy, fent-M. 


-Zawvifhy, a colonel in the Poli fervice, 


with a trumpet, to- General: Schmictau, the 
Pruffian governor of that capital, to repre~

What modeération foever fiat be ufed in 
judging of: thefe ‘horrible -exceffes, commit~: 
ted’ by the Prufian troops in:a-royal and e-' 
lectoral ‘refidence, fill it muft be acknow- 
ledged, that. this. conduét- is very’ flrange, 
and altogether fingular. For there-was nei-- 
ther reafon nor tieceffity for committing: a- 
devaitation «fo ‘horrible, and accompanied 
with the fhedding of ‘fo’ much innocent 
blood. It fliould feem, that-pains were ta- 
ken to ftifie’ the voice of humanity, to fill 
the numerous royal family, refiding in that 
unfortunate city with the greateft terror, 
and to put their lives in danger. 

It is pnneceffary for me to enlarge far- 
ther, by obferving to the laudable dyet of 
the empire,’ that besides the crucitics com- 
mitted’on this Occafion, the regard due to 
the perfons of fovereigns, their families and 
réfidences,*4 regard which men have ever 
held facred and inviolable, was trampled on.

His Prufien majefty’s minifter to remove 
‘the’ impreéifions this mifreprefentation of 
fa&ts might make, immediately prefented 
to the fame. dyet a counter-memorial, in 
which a genuine relation of all that paffed, 
was faithfully drawn up ; but left the ma- 
lignancy “of thefe evil reports might fill 
fpread farther, a full refutation of them 
has been by authority publithed at Berlin; 
of which the following is a tranflation : 


*¢ ONE of the artifices moft commonly 
pracifed by the king’s enemies during the 
courfe of this war, efpecially after they have 
mifcarried in their enterprifes, is to cover 
their thame by the moft impudent and ma- 
licious fiétions, and to blacken all the aéti- 
ous of the Prufians, that, if they ¢annot 
conquer them, they may at leaft render them 
odious. They may juftly be faid to have 
excelled themfelves in this way, after their 
mifcarriage before Drefden. Chagrin at hav- 
ing miffed their blow, which was trumpeted 
with fo much oftentation, hath made them 
vomit a torrent of calumnies, one more a- 
trocious than another, which cannot fail to 
excite every honeft man’s indignation. Un- 
happily for the authors of thefe new forge- 
ries, they have forgot, in their fpleen even 
the firtt rules of probability and reafon.

nity to fefze the fuburbs, and: thereby ‘ren> 
der his whole defence ufelefs.? Have'we not 
feen the fortrefs of Cufrin reduced to a heap 
of afhes, without any fummions fent to: the 
commandant to furrender? (‘fte \p. 569.) 
Befides how could Count Scbmettaw ever-i- 
magine that a victorious and. onterprifing 
general would come by forced niarches be- 
before Drefden with 60,009-men, with no 
other defign than that of paying his compli- 
ments to' the court:? :

The Gazettes have anfwered,beforebands 
that he was unwilling to expofe the royal 
family.

Marfhal.Duun, having .taken advantage 
of the king’s abfence, who. was gone to 
fight the Ruffazs, to fall upon Saxony with 
all his forces, ia the month of, Judy. laft, 
the army. of, the empire. having entered...it 
on another. fide, . by Peterfougide,;, Count 
Schmettax, governor of Drefdens thoughtthat 
place..in fuch. imminent , danger, that; he 
found: himfelf indifpentably obliged to take 
every. poffible, meafure to guatd.againit.a 
Surprize, and to hinder the, dgfriens from 
Satryng theplace by a coup. de matme, An 
_mterprize Of this hature would hage. been 
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the.more: eafy.as mott, of the houles of 
the fuburbs, firm, the gate: of Piraz to that 
of Wisfdruff, ablolytely command the body . 
of .the..towny beth by. their ..prodigious. 
height being Gx of feven ftories high, and 
by their proximity,.to the rampart, From, 
this conGderation. Count Schmettay caufed it’ 
to be declared to the court, by M, de Baty: 
chief cup-bearer, that as foon as the.enemy 
fhould-make.a thew of attacking Drefder, 
he would. find, himfelf under the difagree-: 
able neceffity of burning the fyburbs; and 
that, for that end,, he had juft put combuf- 
tiblg matters in the higheft houfes, and 
thofe next the rampart, that his orders for 
that purpofe might be {peedily executed, 
whenever the reafons of war obliged him 
to iffue them, in his own defence, .The 
fame declaration was made to the magi- 
Rates, the governor having fent for. the 
burgo-mafter to come tohim. The.court 
and the city earneltly implored, that this 
misfortune might be averted from the inha- 
bitants ; but. the. governor in§fted, that, it 
would be indifpenfably neteffary to come 
to that extremity, ifthe enemy themfelves 
would pay no. sefpect to the royal refi- 
dence; and, caufed every, thing to be gat 
ready for the execution of his threats, 
Mean while, the city, as well as the 
ftates of Saxony, who were then aflembled 
at Dre dén, Tene a” deputation to-M.° 2 
Borcke, the king’s minifter, to intreat tint | 
to intercede with the governor in their be- 
half, M. de Borcke, after conferring with 
Count Schmettau, anfwered them,» that it 
depended on-the court and the city them- 
felves, to prevent the attacking of Drefden ; 
but that if the Aufrians fhould attack it; it 
weuld be impoffible to fpare the fuburbs, 
the houfes of which commanded thé ram- 
parts,the governor having exprefs orders to 
defend himfelf till the laft extremity, The 
minifter, at the fame time, pointed out to 
them the imminent danger to which the 
city and the caftle, and even the royal fa- 
mily, would be expofed, if he fhould be 
forced to come to that extremity,as fhe fire 
of the fuburb could not fail, without a mi- 
racle, to reach the town and make terrible 
havock: He at the fame time conjured the 
deputies of the ftates, to ufe their utmoft 
endeavours to divert the ftorm, and not to 
confider the governor's declaration as a vain 
threat, for he cquid affure them upon his ho- 


nour,. that upon the firing of the firft can- 
_non again. the town, they would fee the 


fuburbs on fire. 

Marthal Daua happily changed his refolu- 
tion..upon the king’s approach, who was 
returning. victorious from Zorndorff;. and 
the.gavernor of Drefden, yielding to the in- 
treaties of the inhabitants, ordered the com- 


_ buftible matters, with which he had filled 
othe houfes, tobe removed. But Mardhal 
obeue.covurning a Second time intg Saxony, 
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appeared again, namely on the 6th of No- 
«ember, within fight of Drefden, with a for- 
fhidable army. This army, having made a 


poten on the 7th, ‘and taken: a camp ‘dn°

is fide of Lockewitz, the governor, who 
could no longer doubt that his views were 
again the capital, caufed the cembuftible 
snatters to be quickly replaced in the houfes 
of the fuburbs, which furround the town 
ditch, and command the rampart. The 
court was immediately informed of it by 
M. de Bofe, the chief cup-bearer, whom 
Count Schmetiau charged to reprefent again 
to his court, that if the enemy’s army 
fhould approach the fuburbs, he would that 
inftant fet firetothém. It was anfwered, 
that as the court, its hands being tied, was 
obliged to acquiefce in all, and wait the 
jaft extremities, the governor was free to do 
whatever he thought he could anfwer. 

The fame day (Nv, $.} at noon, the e- 
nemy’s advanced troops attacked the huf- 
er and independent battalions, which 
were pofted ar Streifen and Gruene-Wiefe. 
This fkirmith continued till night came on, 
and made the governor judge that it might 
haye copfeqtences, as the enemy might ea- 
fly repulfe thofe advanced pofts, and enter 
pell-mell with them into the fuburb. He 
therefore detached, next day, (the gth) in 
the morning, Col, Itxenplitz' with 700 men, 
and fome pieces of cannon, and pofted 
them humfelf in the redoubts that furround- 
ed the fuburb, that, in cafe of need, they 


might fyppert the huffars and the indepen- 


gent battalions, About noon he fent for 
the magiftiates of the town, put them in 
mind of what he had faid to them in the 
month of. *Fuly lait ; anid told them, that 
the enemy having evidently a real defign a- 
xainit Drefden, he gave th. notice, for the 
iaft time, that on the firft appearance of an 
fufirian in the fuburbs, they would be fet 
on fire. The magiftrates anfwered hy only 
farugging their fhoulders, and deploring 
the mistortune of their feNow citizens. 
The governor told them, that they had no- 
thing to do but tO apply to the court, who 
aione could avert the calamity. 

About noon the Aufiriay van-guard. at- 
tacked the advanced pofts, repelied the 
Kivflacs, whofe number was too fmail to 
wake refiftence, ‘and even forced them, a5 
well as Monjox’s independent battalion, to 
‘quit’ the Great Garden, and gain the fub- 
urbs, The enemy immediately attacked 
‘the fmall redoubts, Where’ the 7o00'men of 
the garrifon had betn poited, forced three 
of them, and_ penetrated’ to, Zinzendorf- 
bouf2, and even made fuch progtefs, that an 
Axfrign folder was Killéd on ‘thé diaw- 
bridge of Pirna_ gate ; and“ fome cannon 
were obliged to be fired on Zizzindorf-heufe, 
to drive out the duffrians. Diaring this ar- 
tack the enémy’s Cannon, played into the 
town, and Several fix-pounders fell in the 


arfenal, in the princes hotel, and inthe 
Houfes” of Loos, Mnifceck, and coitinfellor 
Frit{cB. One ball eveii fell before the houfe’ 
of Marfhal Count RutowfRy. 

Notwithftanding this declared attack a- 
gainft the town and the fuburbs, no houfe’ 
was yet on fife ; a plain proof that there 
was little inclination to proceed to that ex- 
tremity. The cannon of the ramparts for- 
ced the enemy to rétire, and before night 
even all the redoubts of which they had got 
poffeffion were retaken. 

Mean while the army of Gen. Tixemplitz 
marched thro* the town, paffed the Ede, & 
encamped under the cannon of the New 
Town ; and Gen. Maer was ordered to de- 
fend the fuburbs with his independent bat- 
talions, and four others, and to fet fire’ to 
them, after giving notice to the inhabitants. 
One of this general’s officers told the go- 
vernor about midsighr, that he heard men 
at work, and that the enemy feemed to be 
erecting batteries, and planting canfion ; 
accordingly, all who were fent out beyond 
the barriers to recohnoitre, had a fmart fire 
to fuftain. Thefe preparations, added to 
the preceding affair, giving room to'think, 
that at day-break the enemy would make 
a vigorous attack, and make themfelves 
mafters of the fuburbs, into which the can- 
non of the town Could not difpute their 
entrance, by reafon of the height of the 
houfes, the governor had no other meafures 
to take, but thofe which the intereft of his 
mafter, reaforis of war, and his own ho- 
hour dictated, The fignal was given by 
Gen, Meyer, and immediately, at three in 
the morfiing of the 10th, the greateft part 
of the fuburb of Pirna, the houfes adjoinin 
to the ditch, and two in the fuburb of Wi/j- 
druff, were in flames, ‘The fix battalions, 
with the 7oo men, entered the town by the 
three gates, which wert immediately bar- 
ricadoed ; and after 6 in the morning there 
was not a Pruffian in the fuburbs, as the 
inhabitants of the town can teftify. The 
ftary of the frequent fallies of the Pruffers, 
‘to. light up what was not yet confumed, is 
void of all foundation, It is likewife ab- 
folotely falfe, that the inhabitants had not 
timely notice given them. Thefe attfocious 
calumnies are fufficiently confuted by the 
annexed certificafesuf the chief cup- bearers 
de Boje,.and of the magiftratés, As te the 


‘red fot bullets fired upon’ the inhabitants, 


the lighted waggon,, the Children thrown 
into the fire, thefe aré fo many horrible 


Ties, which will fall of themfelves, whieh 


‘the aforefaid certificates of the court, the 
magiftrates, and‘the judges of the fuburbs, 
are feen. The order given to the burghers 


to rémain quiet in their ‘houfés, was inti- 


‘mated only to the magiftratés of the city, 
in the month of Fuly, and mot to thofe of 


‘the fuburbs*; and there’ was nothing in 


this, ‘but. what is ufual, What hath rr 
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faid to the contrary, is, in fhort, fo falle, 
that the court.of Dre/den was pleafed to thank 
the governor for the good.order he caufed 
to be obferved during thofe troubles ; as 
will appear by the ietierof De Bofe.the 
‘chief cup: bearer. 

It only remains that we fhould fay fome- 
thirig 6f the meflages that paffed between 
Marfhal Daun and Count: Schmettau by the 
intervention of Colonel Savoifky, After thie 
firft compliments, M. de Saveifky told the 
‘governor, that Marfhal Daun was extremely 

urprifed at the burning of the fuburbs’; 
that he (Savoifky) was defired to ehquire 
whether it was by order that this was done 
‘In a royal refidence, which was a thing un- 
heard of among chriltians; and that he 
hoped the city of Drefden would not be 
treated i. the fame manner. The Marfhal 
then made his compliments to the court,; 
and added, that the governor fhould be re- 
fporfible in his .perfon for what had been 
done, or for what might be done, againit 
«this royal refidence, 

The colonel received for anfwer, in pre- 
fence of Lieut. Gen. Itzenplitz, that the 
governor had the’ honour to be known fo 
‘the Marfhal ; that he had orders to de- 
fend the town fo the laft man ; that his 
excellency was too well acquainted with 
‘war, to be ignorant that the deftruétion of 
the fuburbs which rhe Marshal had attacked 
was according to rule; that as to what 
concerned the town, depended upon his ex- 
cellency, fince.if he attacked it, the gover- 
nor would defend himfelf from houfe to 
‘houfe, dnd-étom firect to fireet; and that 
the infantry of the whole army was ready 
‘to defend the city, 

On'the rrth, the governor having learnt 
from feveral: burghers of the fuburbs, who, 
at their own requeft, had been brought in- 
to the; town with their effects by water, 
that the enemy ‘had thrown into the flames, 
or maffacred without pity, fome defencelefs 
pegple belonging to the Pruffian army, who 

‘remained behind, particularly a furgeon, 
fent at ngon Capt, Co//as,with a trumpet to 
the Marthal, with orders to tell him that 
his Excellency's well-known character 
did pot permit ‘it to-be believed that fueh 
cruelties were committed by his order ; 
and thérefore to demand to whom they 
were to be afcribed : that as to the deitryc- 
tion ofthe fuburbs; Colonel Savoijky had al- 
ready carried an anfwer on that head to the 
Marthal ; but that this opportunity was ta- 
Ken to declare to his Excellency, that if he 
d¢fired to fave the reft of the fuburbs, lie 

_ Muft hinder -hig troops frdm appearing in 
_ them ; rhatnohody had the prefervation of 
thé town and faburbs more at heart, than 
the go yas far as was confiftent with 
his. duty and his honour ; that the hous 
_ Wauld not have been fet ofi fire, had nct 
‘the treops of lis army forced their way ih- 
tik (Gent, -Mag. Dec, ‘17 68.) ’ 
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to the fuburbs, and even fired feveral can- 
Non into the rown-¢which M. Daur preten- 
ded not to know ; faying, that it had been 
done without his orders ; and that the.com- 
buftible matters were ready to ‘coffuthe 
what was left of thefuburb, incafe his troops 
fhould again enter.it. The court took ad- 
vantage of this meflage to afk a paffport 
from M. Daun for bringing fome theep and 
fire-wood into the town. t 
His Excellency anfwered to thefe thrde 
heads, that he had no irregular troops with 
him; and thathe had forbidden any perfon 
of his army to approach the farburbs ;‘ that 
he did not apprehend any exceffes had ‘been 
committed ; but in cafe there had, he defl- 
red to know the number of the perfons 
maffacred ; that he was the more aftonifh'd 
at thofe complaints, as he never fuffered 
fuch diforders ; that he abhorred them, and 
that perhaps the burghers had no foundati- 
on for what they had iid. As to the fub- 
urbs, M. Daun an{wered,that he would not 
fuffer rules to: be prefcibed to him ; that it 
depended upon him. to fend troops ints the 
fuwburbs, as he fhould judge proper, and the 
governor might do.as he pleafed ; but that 
he hoped in the mean while no more fami- 
lies would be made wretched ; and that lie 
had forbid his troops, on fevere penaltiés, fo 
enter the fuburbs to pillage.

IL. If the Tour-malin is fulpended’ in 
boiling water, or in any other heated 
fluid, & in afew minutes drawn out,one 
fide will always be pofitively electrified 
and the other negatively, though water, 
in all other cafes, is more pernicious 
than any other body to eleétrical vir- 
tue. The electricity of the Tour-malin 
will be excited in water, in proportion 
to itsheat; toexcite the greateft degree, 
it is neceflary the water fhould boil. If 
this ftone is fenfibly heated by friction 
on any metalic fubftance,it will difcover 
its ele&tricity ina very inconfiderable 
degree, but the electricity that is excited 
in boiling water will continue long af- 
ter the ftone is cold, and has fometimes 
been difcernable at the end of 6 hours. 

It. If the Tour-malin is placed upon a 
plate of heated metal, or glafs, or ona 

urning coal, it becomes electrical as it 
heats, and whatever fide of it is placed 
on, the plate, or coal, each of its fides 
acquire the electricity oppofite to that 
which is natural to it, the pofitive fide 
becomes negative, and the negative fide

1. When the Tour-malin -is rubbed 
with a wollen cloth till it acquires a fen- 
fible heat, the fide that is rubbed always 
becomes pofitively eleétrified, and the 
oppofite fide negatively ; thus, by rub- 
bing the two fides alternately, that 
which was pofitive may be made #e- 
gative, and fo reciprocally ; but, if it ig 
rubbed till the whole be fenfibly warm, 
it will foon return to its natural ftate: 

2. If only one fide be rubbed fo as 
not to give the whole a fenfible warmth, 
the negative fide will continue-pofitive, 
and the pofitive negative, as long as 
any eleétricity remains. 

3. If the Tour-malin is faftened toa 
glafs tube, and rubbed againft a woollen 
cloth fo as not to become fenfibly warm, 
it will, if not touched by the fingers, or 
any other non-electric body, become

FYSHE conful Janded at Tarracon, B the third punic war, the Pretor/2tei:as 


whence he marched againft the 
Segedani and Arevaca, who had afiem- 
bled 25000 men.under the command of 
one,Carus. He furprized the con(ul in 
a. wood, and killed 6000 legionaries, 
. but purfuing the fugitives too far into 
the plain, was there killed with 6000 of 
his men. 
their forces near Numaatia, and under 
two new generals engaged the Romans 
a fecond time, but were defeated by 
means of fome elephants in the Roman 
army, having never feen any of thofe 
animals before. The conful then at- 
tempted to fcale the walls of Numantia, 
whither the enemy had retired, but one 
of his elephants being wounded, fo ter 
rified the refit with his noife, that they 
turned upon the Remans and put them 
{nto diforder. The befieged then fal- 
lied out and defeated the Romans, kil- 
ling 4000.0f them. Fulvins then went 
into winter quarters, The Pretor Mum- 
mius was as uniuccefsfulin Lifitauia.He 
fought the Lufilanians. commanded by 
one Cefarus., The Lujitanians were at

The se- 
nate, being alarmed at his progrefs, 
fent a contular army inio Spaia, durin 
the confulate of Qchabius Zmilianusa 

H ke Eloftilins Mancinus. Quintus Fabius 
was appointed himfelf to goon this'exs 
pedition, but whilehe continued at Romie: 
to raife two new: legions, Ci» Leiius,. to 
whom Hither Spaiz had fallen by lot, 
embarked without delay, and, paffing 


ry) mto 
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into Ferther'Spain, convinced Firiathus, 
that he was riot invincible, which fs all 
that hiftory'teils us of this expecition. 
Some menths after Fabius arrived, but 

fpent the’ whole fummer in inurins 

his new troops to the'toils'of war ond 
diftipline.” When Ser. Sulpitius Galba, 
and L. Mitrelius Cotta, were confuls the 
next year, Fabies, being continued in 
his command, gained two victories over 
Firiathus, and reduced two fortreffes, 
which had long been in the hands ot 
the rebels." Q. Cacilius Metellus, and 
Appius’ Claudius Pulthea, being confats 
the next year, the former was appointed 
with the Prator 2. Pompetus, to carry 
on the wat againft Viriathus. Pompeius 
reached Spain before Metellus, and at- 
tacked Viriathus with fome fuccefs. But 
he was afterwards wortted by the Lufita- 
zians, driven out of the field, and obli- 
ged to thut himfelf upin Corduba. Soon 


after, Metellus ‘arrived, and offered the Cc 


enemy battle, which Viriathus declined, 
and then the conful entering the coun 
try of the Arevace, who hadlately re- 
volted, obliged that nation to fubdmit 
upon his own terms. 

Ip the confulate of 2. Fabius Servi- 
Hanus, and EL. Cacilius Metellus, 2. Ce- 
silius Metellus, who was continued in 
Spain in thé quality of pro-conful, pur- 
fued the war there with great credit to 
himfelt. As he could not bring Vrria- 
thas to a battle, he applied himfelf to 
teduce the cities which had fided with 
the Lufitanians. He firft took Contrebia, 
and then invefted Nertobrigia, where he 
fhewed his humanity in a remarkable 
manner}; a nobleman,called Rhetocenes, 
came out of the place, and delivered 
himfelf to the Romans. “The citizens 
being enraged at his defertion, placed 
his wife and children, whom he had 
left in the place, in the breach, which 
the legionaries were to mount. The 
general, finding he could not attack the 
city without killing them, raifed the 
fiege. This humanity being known 
through all Tarraconian Spain, the peo- 
ple of the revolted cities contended who 
fhould firft fubmitto him. Metellus re- 
ceived them into favour, and among the

There was one thing in the mechanics 
of the ancients really admirable ; they ap- 
ply’d itreadily to the tranfportation of moft 
enormous maffes, and did not at the fame 
time look upon the operation as any thing 
extraordinary; » From this indifference: in 
alictheir accounts, we may, fays the count, 
juftly conclude that the whole was done at 
very little. expence. The pompous appara- 
tus, which the moderns have always been 
obligedto prepare for the raifing any weigh- 
ty bodies, thews that the ancients ‘Went 
quite another way to work, elfe national 
vanity would have been ample in the def- 
Cription, as the Holy See was in the’ café of 
raifing the great Afgyprian obelifk under 
Sextus V, when the engineer ‘ Fontana was 
commanded to publith a large folio, full of 
copper plate engravings, defcribing lris ma- 
chiftery, for the admiration of pofterity. 

My de Caylus goes on with a kind of pa- 
negyric om the Celebrated Roman artift, Ni- 
cholas Zabaglia, excettent in thefe latrer days 
for the force and fimplicity of his machines ; 
aman, the perfeét model of antiquity in 
another refpeé, the fincerity of* his man- 
ners, and'a moft noble difintereftednefs.He 
paints ‘him juft fach as he appeated to the 
eyes of his countrymen, who teftified their 
efteem of him in his fepulchral epitaph. 
This Zabaglia contrived an’ extraordinary 
machine for raifing tie blocks of another 
‘obelifk, which Benedi XIV. ordered to be 
drawn out of obfcurity, and erected in a 
proper place, for which Zdbagiia abfolutely 
‘refuled-any recompence, and diéd the next 
year aged $6.

The author of this hiftory is the prefi- 
dent.de Brofe, ‘The Jearned magiftrate does 
not confine himfelf to an hiftorical lift of 
voyages to the fouth=rn hemifphere : his 
main intention is; to engage the ftates of 
Europe in encouraging and protecting fuch 
as.are properly qualified and inclined to pur- 
fue further diicoveries in that unknown 
part of the world. .A geographical enterprije 
the glory. of. which he fets.above all con- 
quetts whatever. It is therefore to fove- 
reign princes that he propofes this objet of 
noble emulation, alluring them, tbat the 


potentate who foall -be firft abje te give bis name 
to the antaré&tic world, will fland in.she bigh;ft 
degree of fame of. all fovereigns ; for thut Juch 


@ fovercign muft,.in zuftice, be-confidered, mot as 
the congueror, but as the creator at leaf ofa 


JSifth part of the world. 


As moft of the attempts towards the 
fouthern coaft have not.hitherio proved fo 
fuccefsful as might be withed, the author, 
in his firft book, propofes to have them re- 
newed ; but under quite different com- 
manders, by jufter meafures, and with more 
exalted. views. 

By the Terra Auftralis he underftands 4'1 
that ties beyond the three fouthern points 
of Afia, Africay and America, or beyond the 
Molueca and Celtebar iflands, the Cape of 
Good Hope, and thé Rreights of Magelian, to 
the amount, perbaps, of eight or ten mil- 
lions of fquate leagues ; infifting, that it is 
impoffible, that in fo prodigious -a fpace 
there fhould not be. fome ‘immenfe conti- 
nent, to counterbalance the vaft traéts of 
land. to. the northward, and poife the globe 
in. its. rotation. Throughout this whole 
chapter the author is careful to fupport hits 
ideas, hy the hiftory of ancient and modern 
emigrations and. colonies, and upon the 
moft unerring principles of political ceco- 
nomy. 

Before he proceeds to the next book, he 
diftinguifhes the whole Terra duiralis by 
three feveral names: that fouthward ‘of 
Afia.nre calls Afia Aufiralis ; that beyond A- 
frica, the Cape of Good and Cope Hern, 
Magellanica ;,and the third, in the grand 
Pacific ocean, from the multitude of ifands, 
he names Polynefias ad

to the Younthward, during the courfe, of the 
x6th century.» (When, Chrifapher Columbus, 
and 4mertrus Fefpuctus, if they, were indeed 
the fir ft: authors; ofsthe difcovery), had pe- 
necrared intothatsich and vat Archipelazo, 
fituated to the, weft, of Europe, even as far 
asthe: grandicontinenc of the Nez qworld,

“pulence to or-contineat, quickly furnified 
an obje&t.of emulation for feveral nations 
of Europe: The ambision of conqueft, arid 
the intereft of.commerce, made this few 
world a theatre of valour and induftry. 

The relations. of the voyages, and fue- 

_cefs of the feveral adventurers, as pénned 
by themfelves, have been either publithed 
for the inftrudtion of pofterity, o> interwo- 
ven with the hiftory of the new world, or 
depofited in parti¢ular archives. Our hif- 
torian, as far as he was able to procure any 
thing he could. depend upon, has. brought 
them all together, in‘a chronological order, 
having firft fuppreffed almoft all the furni- 
ture of their journals, relating to foundings, 
anchorings; thoals, rocks, winds, varia- 
tions, amplitudes, &c, which, as they fuit 
his purpofe, he introduces in their proper 

laces. 
Book III. fets forth the difcoveries of the

habitations of the people, . ¥et we have 
fcen even this wantoanels and gruelty va 
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ceeded, by, the, armies.of Europe,... The ¢- 
nemies of Prufia, as if-let loofe to, executes 
wengeance;, not .to obtain reparatian for 
Suppofed.injuries, have endeayoured to fur- 
pafs each other in every, kind of, horrible 
exces.) Phe Swedes, tho’ naturally.a brave 
and; generous people, .have,.on this occa- 
fon, forgot their antient, martial {pirit, and 
given «themfives up to chat. meannels, 
which.is ever the concomitant, of cruelty in 
a fordid, mind. ‘Tho’. their. force. was, al- 
ways four times, greater than the force 
oppofed. to them, they neverthelefs, during 
the lah campuign, did nothing but forage, 
raife contributions, pilfer,. and. pillage,--» 
** We.may with truth affirm, fay the Pru/- 
** fans, that, excepting the fetting fire to 
** houfes, they. furpat{ed all our enemies in 
** this manner of making war, and that 
«* wherever they came. they behaved the 
*‘ worft, .As they know not what itis to 
** form magazines, and take proper. mea- 
** fures for being fupplied with provifions, 
** they ftript every place, in, which they

The rigour of the feafon, however, and

The fortrefs of 
Rbeinfels, a place of fome importance on the 
Lower Rhine, was, a few weeks fince, fur- 
prized by the French, and the garrifon of 
yoo men made prifoners of war, On the 
other fide, a party of 300 of the enemy was 
taken by ftratagem, at Coesfield, and laid 
down their arms without..a blow. Thus 
ended the campaign of 4758; of which a 
full and impartial accougt has, been given ; 
to illuftrate which, a general_map. ot Ger-
